Cuando llegué de nuevo a vi- 
vir a este país, hace unos cinco 
años, contraté el servicio telefó- 
nico de la compañía que común- 
mente lo provee, Pacific Bell. 
Como no sabía sobre servicios ni 
tarifas de larga distancia, me di- 
jeron que me dejarían en el ser- 
vicio “básico”, así como para que 
pagara el noviciado y a la próxima 
me pusiera más abusado. 

El primer mes me llegó el 
recibo como de $200 dólares, ya 
que cargaron los servicios de ins- 
talación y renta anticipada, entre 
otros, pero además, las llamadas 
de larga distancia, principalmente 
a la Ciudad de México, en donde 
está mi familia y un pequeño ne- 
gocio que tenemos, me cargaron 
como a $1.20 dólar el minuto a 
través de la compañía ATT. Ahora 
pago $0.19 centavos el minuto 
con otra compañía de larga dis- 
tancia similar, MCI. 

Con la tecnología en desa- 
rrollo, tanto los servicios en ge- 
neral de las compañías telefóni- 
cas, como las mismas compañías 
proveedoras de este servicio han 
aumentado. Se calcula que hay 
unas 1,000 empresas que se pe- 
lean los millones de clientes que 
seguido hacemos una llamada de 
larga distancia, ya sea nacional o 
internacional. Pero son tres las 
que dominan este mercado: ATT 
con más del 50% de los clientes; 
MC IT con casi el 20%; y Sprint con 
menos del 10%, el resto, alre- 
dedor de un 20%, se divide entre 
cientos de pequeñas empresas, 
algunas que aparecen y desapa- 
recen en cuestión de meses. 

Esta misma tecnología, inde- 
pendientemente de la competen- 
cia entre proveedores, así como 
ha hecho que los teléfonos se 
hagan más pequeños y funcio- 
nales, también ha hecho que las 
tarifas se reduzcan. ¿Pero cuántas 
alternativas tenemos? 

Muchos inmigrantes que 
recién llegan, no cuentan con una 
línea telefónica (ni para servicio 
local) con la que puedan contratar 
un servicio de larga distancia, por 
lo que optan por la Tarjeta Pre- 
pagada, un servicio conveniente 
sólo para una llamada de mucho 
tiempo (10-15 minutos), ya que 
comúnmente tienen altos costos 
de conexión, expiran o desapa- 
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recen las compañías tan pronto 
venden las tarjetas o las compro- 
meten a revendedores, y se salen 
del negocio. 

Pero teniendo acceso a un 
servicio telefónico local residen- 
cial (o comercial), además de las 
famosas compañías ya mencio- 
nadas (y otras que en ocasiones 
de una manera desleal y con en- 
gaños de regalo de muchos mi- 
nutos gratis, hacen que usted cam- 
bie de una compañía a otra, con 
planes no muy aplicables a nues- 
tras necesidades), puede usar los 
servicios de telefonía internacio- 
nal mediante compañías con mar- 
cado de acceso 10-10-, que tam- 
bién ofrecen tarifas promocio- 
nales muy bajas a diferentes 
países. 

De cualquier modo, no queda 
otra que ser inteligentes para 
comprar, si es que queremos aho- 
rrar “a buck or 2” (uno o 2 dóla- 
res), como dice el comercial, para 
lo que es muy recomendable 
siempre estar informado de las 
diferentes tarifas y servicios: no 
dejarse engañar con supuestos 
regalos o tarifas que no nos sirven. 
Vamos directo a los servicios que 
necesitamos y a ver cuánto nos 
cuestan. 

Por ejemplo, pagaba 25 cen- 
tavos el minuto a México, cuan- 
do vi en la televisión un comercial 
de 10-10-345 de 
Llamé a mi compania de larga 


15 centavos. 


distancia para decirle que sino me 
ofrecían algo mejor, iba a tener 
que dejar su servicio: lo bajaron 
a 19 centavos y de $4.99 al mes a 
$2.99 dólares para estar inscrito 
en dicho programa o “calling 
plan”, como dicen ellos. 

No permanezca en un ser- 
vicio “básico”, No tenga miedo, 
presione un poco para lograr un 
mejor descuento. quizás de re- 
sultado..Lo que no haga es abusar 
de la confianza de algún amigo y 
use su teléfono para Hamar a su 
novia en China por media hora (y 
hasta creo que sale más caro a 
alguno de nuestros países subde- 
sarrollados de Centro y Suda- 
mérica, como El Salvador, o Perú. 
que a Oriente). 

No se deje engañar, recuerde 
que muchas de las compañías 
telefónicas cuentan con servicio 
de Atención a Clientes en español.

Overhauling the INS

My district office in Lake- 
wood receives thousands of com- 
plaints from constituents about 
their dealings with the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service, 
INS. From lost files to improper 
treatment, to lack of immigration 
law enforcement, the INS is 
tangled in a web so thick with red 
tape that immigration laws are 
virtually ineffective and new im- 
migrants and citizens suffer from 
dismal service. 

In one case recently brought 
to my attention, a married female 
immigrant, upon arriving as a 
visitor in California with her im- 
migrant spouse, immediately filed 
for divorce and married an Ameri- 
can citizen — we will call him 
"Frank" for privacy purposes. The 
female immigrant refused to live 
with Frank, for unnamed "reli- 
gious" reasons, and she continued 
to live with her ex-spouse, claim- 
ing he was her cousin. After sev- 
eral months of living separately 
from his new wife, Frank finally 
realized what was going on and 
he withdrew the alien residency 
petition that he had filed on her 
behalf. Frank’s new wife turned 
around and filed a successful bat- 
tered spouse claim against him 
without the benefit of a police re- 
port. This allowed her to continue 
with her elaborate scheme to ob- 
tain permanent residency. And it 
does not end there. During the 
course of this troubled relation- 
ship, Frank discovered that his 
wife and her ex-husband both 
held fraudulent alien registration 
cards. She also successfully ap- 
plied for and received two federal 
student loans through the Depart 
ment of Education. When Frank 
reported these illegal actions, the 
INS deemed them insufficient to 
revoke his now ex-wife's perma- 
nent residency status. 

Equally daunting ts the INS's 
continued challenge with manag- 
In fact, 
monthly file audits by the INS 
continue to identify approxi- 
mately five to six thousand lost 


ing immigrant files. 


alien files nationwide. These mis- 
takes and missteps are simply 
unacceptable. And lost files are 
only a few of the horror stories 
that many new immigrants bring 
to my attention when they deal 
with the INS. Perhaps the most 
appalling error by the INS oc- 
curred in March when student vi- 
sas Were sent to two dead terror- 
ists six months after they hijacked 
and flew airliners into the World 
Trade Center. Clearly, the INS's 
mismanagement has reached a 
new level of incompetence that 
has allowed many illegal aliens to 


do whatever they please inside 
U.S. borders. 

Last week the House passed 
the Immigration Reform and Ac- 
countability Act by an over- 
whelming vote of 405 - 9 to be- 
gin fixing these problems. This 
Act would abolish the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service as 
we know it. This is a huge vic- 
tory for the thousands of people 
who have struggled for years with 
the inefficiency of the INS. Cur- 
rently, the INS is charged with 
border enforcement, immigration 
enforcement and naturalization 
activities. This is far too many 
hats for one agency to wear, thus 
creating many of the problems we 
face today. The legislation essen- 
tially divides immigration respon- 
sibilities into two separate bu- 
reaus that concentrate solely on 
different missions — administer- 
ing immigration services and en- 
forcing immigration laws. 

The Bureau of Citizenship 
and Immigration Services, BCIS, 
will concentrate on improving 
immigration services and reduc- 
ing mediation backlogs for legal 
immigrants. The Bureau of Immi- 
gration Enforcement, BIE. will 
deny admission to those attempt- 
ing to illegally enter the United 
States. BIE also will apprehend 
and remove those designated for 
deportation. 

The legislation will create an 
associate attorney general in the 
Department of Justice who will be 
charged solely with handling im- 
migration affairs. The associate 
attorney general will supervise the 
two bureaus, resolve conflicts 
between them, and help to hold 
the two bureaus accountable for 
their actions. The INS has at- 
tempted to reorganize itself nu- 
merous times over the past two 
decades. Internal reorganization is 
obviously not working. This bill 
creates a clear chain of command 
and greater accountability. 

The Immigration Reform and 
Accountability Act carries the 
strong support of President Bush 
as It moves Over to the Senate for 
consideration. By streamlining 
the process and breaking up the 
INS into two distinct agencies, 
illegal aliens will no longer be 
able to exploit the system such as 
in the case with Frank's "wife." 
Our government will begin to 
make great strides toward effi- 
ciently providing the citizenship 
and immigration services deserv- 
ing of a nation built upon new im- 
migrants, and our citizenry can 
rest assured that immigration laws 
will be effectively enforced for 
the safety of our people.

Perhaps it was former Presi- 
dent Clinton who ushered in the 
current era of blurred lines be- 
tween what is moral and certain 
vs. what is morally ambiguous. 
Yet nowadays such ambiguity 
doesn't just lead to dishonor, but 
possibly to permanent worldwide 
war, and given the Middle East 
crisis, even to the unthinkable ... 

The truth is that former presi- 
dents Bush and Reagan were no 
less (please no 
Clintonian doublespeak about "it 


vacillators 


depends on what moral is"). Few 
dispute there was something un- 
toward about illicit arms deals 
with Iran for the purpose of car- 
rying on secret wars in Central 
America to support certified 
butchers. This isn't even counting 
the guns-for-drugs allegations, 
nor our support for military des- 
pots in Africa — anointed by 
Reagan-Bush as "freedom fight- 
ers.” Both of these efforts cost 
hundreds of thousands of inno- 
cent lives and the uprooting of 
millions. 

As judged by the actions of 
Reagan-Bush-Clinton (don teven 
start with Kennedy-Johnson- 
Nixon), morality — like the con- 
cept of “moral clarity” — seems 
to be defined by power. This 
brings us to the current adminis- 
tration, Which has just renounced 
its support for the International 

Criminal Court. The mes- 
sage: We coddle war criminals. 
(Perhaps we're afraid that the U.S. 
officials responsible for the above 
wars might become subject to 
prosecution). 

Alleging that the president 
lacks moral clarity is not the same 
as simply disagreeing with ad- 
ministration policies. For in- 
stance, it's not enough to say that 
the president supports the disman- 
thing of environmental laws be- 
cause his energy policies are 
shaped by big business. While 
such policies may be harmful to 
humans and the environment, it's 
not morally inconsistent with his 
values. though itis an example of 
power defining morality. How- 
ever, there are instances in which 
he's clearly sending out mixed 
moral messages: 

— The United States contin- 
ues to be one of the few countries 
that refuses to sign the Land Mine 
Ban Treaty. Message: Twenty 
thousand innocent civilian deaths 


per year be damned. 

— Inthe Middle East, neither 
side ever kills. Each side only re- 
taliates. Both sides, in effect, en- 
gage in the practice of "collective 
punishment," with civilians as the 
primary casualties. President 
Bush meets with Ariel Sharon, 
condemns the Palestinians but not 
the Israeli government, and re- 
fuses to meet with Yasser Arafat. 
Message: We are great allies, but 
not impartial peace brokers. 

— In the permanent war on 
terrorism, the president refuses to 
denounce all forms of terrorism. 
This has encouraged nations to 
unleash "state terror” against po- 
litical opponents and insurgent 
movements — many of which are 
fighting against undemocratic 
despots. Message: Those in favor 
of the U.S. effort are anti-terror- 
ists, and those opposed are part 
of the "axis of evil" and must be 
destroyed. 

— The United States is 
against the proliferation of weap- 
ons of mass destruction, yet we 
ourselves possess and have used 
them (atom bombs on Japan and 
Agent Orange in Vietnam). Inci- 
dentally, the anthrax used in the 
post-9/1 1 attacks may have come 
from U.S. Army sources. Mes- 
sage: In U.S. hands, these weap- 
ons are good and safe. In terrorist 
hands, they're bad and dangerous. 

— In Venezuela, U.S.- 
friendly military officers staged 
an unsuccessful coup last month 
against duly elected Hugo 
Chavez. The Bush administration 
remained silent, actually offering 
recognition to the outlaw regime. 
Message: If you have natural re- 
sources and follow our official 
line,democracy be damned. 

— In Pakistan, Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf assumed power 
through a military coup. Just days 
ago, he staged a sham yes-no 
presidential referendum. Rather 
than insist on democracy, the 
Bush administration remains si- 
lent. Message: Support our war on 
terrorism, and we don't care how 
you assume power or how you 
rule. 

— On the U.S./Mexico bor- 
der, as a result of NAFTA, goods 
and capital move freely across the 
border, but not human beings. 
Message: Keep your brown be- 
hinds at home, and if you lose 
your job or die or get killed com- 
ing across, too bad! And to be fair, 
we will now militarize the other 
border also. 

These are difficult times, 
seemingly without a moral com- 
pass, a time When many of us turn 
to spiritual leaders for guidance 
on Matters of war and peace. And

Bill of Rights Freedoms Belong to People, Not Corporations

The Founding Fathers de- 
spised corporations, and for years 
states kept their power in check. 
But as corporate influence grew, 
laws were passed giving the enti- 
ties many of the rights of indi- 
viduals. A recent California court 
decision against Nike was an im- 
portant blow against "corporate 
personhood" — so why in the 
world was the ACLU defending 
Nike's right to lie? 

With political dissent under 
attack as "unpatriotic" and immi- 
grants’ rights flouted by the fed- 
eral government, the American 
Civil Liberties Union has a vital 
role to fulfill in defending per- 
sonal freedoms. So why is the 
ACLU now supporting an argu- 
ment that transnational corpora- 
tions should enjoy Bill of Rights 
protections? 

For years, human rights ad- 
vocates have investigated and 
worked to expose horrid working 
conditions in the Nike Corpora- 
tion's Overseas "sweatshops."” 


Naturally, Nike fought the accu- 
sations with a public relations 
campaign denying the claims and 
disavowing responsibility for sub- 
contractors’ conditions. 

Activist Mare Kasky sued the 
company for fraud under Califor- 
nia consumer protection laws for 
broadcasting misinformation, but 
his suit was thrown out in state 
courts, which said Nike's public 
relations were protected "free 
speech.” 

On appeal of Kasky v. Nike 
Inc. to the California Supreme 
Court, the ACLU of Northern 
California sided with Nike. Their 
argument was that the company's 
public relations communications 
— press releases, letters to the 
editor and other public statements 
— were partly political debate 
and thus protected by the right to 
free speech under the First 
Amendment. So those corporate 
communications were not re- 
quired by law to be truthful. 

Thankfully, Nike and its 
ACLU supporters lost. Commer- 
cial speech does not have First 


Amendment protection, and on 
May 2. the Court ruled 4-3 that 
Nike's public relations were com- 
merctal speech as much as its ad- 
vertisements are. The court rein- 
stated Kasky's suit without ruling 
on the merits of the case, which 
now will be heard in trial court. 
The ruling was a victory for 
the public interest and groups tak- 
ing on powerful corporations and 
their image-makers. But the court 
should have dismissed Nike's 
claim altogether. It should have 
said, "Corporations are not people 
and the Bill of Rights does not 
apply.” The notion that corpora- 
tions — entities unmentioned in 
our Constitution — should enjoy 
protections created for living hu- 
man beings is a concept deserv- 
ing burial deep in the same dark 
closet as the legal precedents of 
Slavery and "separate but equal." 
But unlike our history regard- 
ing Slavery, our founders got it 
right. They despised corporations 
as they knew them — as tools to 
drain wealth from the colonists 
and enrich the English monarchy. 


When states began chartering 
some corporations in the late 
1700s, all agreed that corpora- 
tions were tools to serve the pub- 
lic interest. We chartered (li- 
censed) corporations because they 
were a useful tool to gather invest- 
ment and disperse financial liabil- 
ity in order to provide public 
goods, such as construction of 
roads, bridges or canals. 

Though corporations subse- 
quently were allowed to enter 
other business realms, for many 
years state officials ensured they 
were fully subordinate to state 
legislatures. Those legislatures 
revoked charters of corporations 
that exceeded their permitted 
roles and tightly controlled other 
aspects of corporate activity. 
States also forbade corporations 
to spend money to influence elec- 
tions, legislation or public opin- 
ion, 

So where did this concept of 
“corporate free speech" come 
from? 

Later generations, lacking

Rumsfeld defiende fondos de lucha 


EE.UU. resignado a vivir bajo 
amenaza permanente del terrorismo 


Washington, (EFE).- Las 
autoridades estadounidenses han 
reconocido que el pais tendra que 
resignarse ante lo inevitable de 
nuevos ataques terroristas, per- 
petrados no sólo por Al Qaeda 
sino también por otros grupos 
extremistas de Oriente Medio. 

Esa certeza fue expuesta por 
el director de la Oficina Federal 
de Investigaciones (FBI), Robert 
Mueller, tras el furor provocado 
por la admisión de la Casa Blanca 
de que había recibido amenazas 
previas a los atentados terroristas 
del 11 de septiembre. 

"Habrá otro ataque terrorista. 
No podremos detenerlo. Es algo 
con lo que tendremos que vivir”, 
dijo el lunes Mueller ante la Aso- 
ciación de fiscales de EE.UU. 

"Ojalá pudiera ser más es- 
pecífico”, agregó el director del 
FBI tras reconocer que el fanatis- 
mo de las organizaciones extre- 
mistas dificulta los esfuerzos por 
infiltrarse en ellas. 

Mueller es el último de los 
altos cargos del Gobierno del 
presidente George W. Bush que 
han puesto sobre aviso a la po- 
blación sobre nuevos atentados 
como los perpetrados el pasado 1 | 
de septiembre, que se cobraron la 
vida de más de 3,000 personas. 

La Casa Blanca atribuyó esas 
acciones terroristas a la organi- 
zación Al Queda, del millonario 
saudí Osama bin Laden. 

En una entrevista para la 
televisión, el vicepresidente Dick 
Cheney dijo el pasado domingo 
que habrá nuevos ataques y posi- 
blemente atentados suicidas. 


Las perspectivas de un pró- 
ximo ataque en EE.UU. son casi 
una certeza. Podría ocurrir maña- 
na, podría ocurrir la próxima se- 
mana, el próximo año”, dijo. 

El legislador demócrata Bob 
Graham vaticinó que los ataques 
contra EE.UU. podrían ser obra 
de grupos de Oriente Medio como 
Hizbolá o el Yihad Islámico. 

Graham, quien confirmó que 
alrededor de 25 extremistas in- 
gresaron recientemente al país en 
buques de contenedores, manifes- 
tó que "nuestro enemigo no es 
sólo Al Qaeda”. 

"Hay varios grupos terroristas 
internacionales con capacidad, en 
algunos casos mayor que la de Al 
Qaeda y un deseo similar de ata- 
car a EE.UU.", expresó. 

El legislador dijo que el in- 
greso de los extremistas, que están 
en algún lugar de EE.UU.., es un 
ejemplo típico de lo vulnerable 
que es el país.

(ARM) loan activity is on the rise 
and likely to strengthen. While 
fixed rates jumped from the 
prior week, the ARM barely 
changed.

taining a mortgage can become an 
incredibly daunting endeavor. 
Jorge Garcia at Amerimac Equi-

Among the hundreds of choices 
of home loans and financing, how 
do you know where to start? 

Clue: Your finances and as- 
sets play a part, and your personal 
style has more importance than 
you may think. 

The loan types that I'm go- 
ing to cover in this article don’t 
hegin to address all the options, 
so feel free to call me and ask 
about variations and updates that 
fit your situation. Meanwhile, 
here’s an overview of the basics 
that most loans are built upon. 

Fixed-rate mortgage 

This original conventional 
loan is stillamong the most popu- 
lar. With fixed-rate loans, your 
interest rate is locked in at the 
start, so your monthly loan pay- 
ments stay the same throughout 
the life of the loan. 
vou re lucky enough to lock in at 
a low interest rate, future buyers 
probably won't be able to assume 
the loan.) 

Long-term fixed-rate loan. 
‘The most common of these car- 
ries a 30-year term. For the first 
years most of your payments get 
applied toward interest, which 
is tax-deductible. If your loan 
agreement allows prepayment 
without penalty, you can also 
make additional payments on 
the principal. (Tip: One extra 
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payment per year enables you to 
pay down your loan almost as fast 
as a 15-year loan 

Down payments are on the 
high side—-10 to 20 percent, and 
increasingly the latter—but if you 
pay 20 percent you're exempt 
from paying high monthly private 
mortgage insurance. While pay- 
ments are lower than for a short- 
term loan, long-term interest rates 
are generally higher: if you take 
out a $100,000 loan with 8 per- 
cent interest, you'll ultimately pay 
almost $100,000 more than for a 
15-year loan. This is a good loan 
for buyers with a fixed, steady 
income or who can't afford the 
payments of a short-term loan. 

Short-term fixed-rate loan. 
Short-term loans typically have 
15-year terms, but the term can 
be as low as 10 years. As with 
their long-term cousins, the in- 
terest rate and monthly pay- 
ment are set for the life of the 
loan. But interest is lower, you 
pay less than half the amount 
of total interest, and payoff is 
years quicker. So why would 
anyone not choose the short- 
term route? Monthly payments 
are substantially higher—ap- 
proximately 15 to 30 percent— 
and the requirements for quali- 
fying are more stringent. 

Unlike fixed-rate mortgages, 
ARMs carry an interest rate that's 
adjusted at specified intervals— 
generally one, three, or five years. 
The starting interest is lower 
(usually by 1 to 4 percent) than 
that of almost any other type of 
loan, which makes it a great op- 
tion for cash-poor buyers or for 
those who expect to move in five 
to seven years. 

ARMs include some protec- 
tion for the borrower in the form 
of a lifetime cap, specified in your 
loan agreement. If an ARM has a 
lifetime cap of 5 percent. it means 
your interest rate will never be 
more than 5 percent higher than 
your originating rate, even if the 
index your loan is tied to exceeds 
5 percent. You may also be of- 
fered, or negotiate for, a periodic 
cap. limiting the allowable in- 
crease at each interval. If possible, 
avoid including a payment cap in 
your loan agreement—it could 
result in negative amortization,

* If the ARM can later be con- 
verted into a fixed-rate loan and 
relevant fees? 

* What index your loan 
would be tied to? then check out 
its volatility and past 
mance.

It only becomes a raw deal if you 
stay too long and the index has 
had a sizable increase by the time 
your rate 1s reset,
